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Military matters of the Commissariat for Transportation fall under the juris- 
@iction of the following bureaus: . 


1) Presidium Section 4, Military Affairs, of the Commissariat for Trans- 
portation. 


2) Bureaus for Military Affairs (referaty vojenskych veci) of the Director- 
ate (s) of State Railroads (formerly designated as II/7, i.e. the Seventh 
Section of the Second Department at every Directorate), 


These bureaus and sections are staffed by civilian railrgad officials and 
not by military personnel, These bureaus are not to be confused with the 
so-called Military Transport Headquarters (VDV - vojenske dopravne velitelstva) 
and the Railrgga Transport Headquarters (ZTV - zeleznicne tratove velitelstva), 
staffed exclusively by military personnel and falling under the jurisdiction of 


the Ministry of National Defense, 


The competence of the Military Sections of the Commissariat for Transportation 
extends to all matters pertaining to the military use of transportation facili- 
ties in the interest of national defense. They see to it that the railroads, 
aviation and navigation establishments, and the motor transport administration 
pay due regi to the Question of national defense in matters of equipment 

and personnel, These sections further act as liaison bodies between the Com 
missariat for Transportation and the Ministry of National Defense in matters 
pertaining to the construction of new lines of communication important from 

the standpoint of national defense, They also plant all preparations for the 
mobilization of transportation facilities for the event. of an armed conflict, 
publish regulations and orders to that effect, and, in conjunction with the 
Ministry of Transportation, see to it that they are carried out. They firther 
plan the anti-aircraft defense of the transportation network and keep a registry 
of all gersonnel from the standpoint of their military utility. (The competence 


' of the military sections in question does not extend to air transportation and 


navigation but only to railroad and motor transportation facilities. ) 


The Military Bureaus of the Directorates of State Railroads are subdivisions 
of the Second Departments (Transportation) of the Direeterates, Their chiefs 
have recently attained the status of section chiefs (sekeni sef),
